Revised Rules, Regulations and Awards 


1. Student Enrollment begins October 
First, 1953, and ends January 10, 1954. 
Awards will be distributed by May First, 
1954. 

2. All 1953 Members of NFSM, 
ACM, NGPT, and IPG who made 6 (or 
more) C’s than A’s in the 1953 Audi- 
tions are eligible to enter recordings 
of their playing in the 1954 International 
Piano Recording Festival. 

3. Student Entry Fee is $2.50 for 
Each Event Entered, regardless of 
Classification, meaning the Student may 
enter as many Events as he is eligible 
for, but he must have a separate re- 
cording for each Event entered.

THE PROBLEM OF 
RATINGS IS FURTHER 
ELUCIDATED 


In reply to a recent letter from a 
judge who served only one center with 
only one teacher, who showed a lack of 
Preparation, entering pupils, the guild 
founder penned the following explana- 
tion: 

“We have been studying the problem 
of the unprepared teacher for 25 years 
and have reached no definite conclu- 
sions. Our judges are all urged to ad- 
vise them to study privately and to take 
refresher courses often. My opinion is 
that only through learning to play the 
piano themselves—which is not impossi- 
ble even for the oldest—will they be 
able to each properly. This does not 
mean that | fould demand they become 
artists at the piano, but that at least 
they should learn to play satisfactorily 
the smaller classics and romantic and 
modern literature suitable for grade and 
high school pupils to play. 

“As to ratings, | think judges should 
decide whether the pupil is prepared to 
play only for his family circle where he 
is not harshly judged; or for his school 
circle, where he must be fairly good 
to gain applause; or for city-wide cir- 
cles of non-musical clubs and _ social 
gatherings of pepole in general, 99% 
of whom know but little of music; or 
for cultured* musical audiences accus- 
tomed to hearing artists perform the 
works of the masters in superb fashion. 
These four circles would correspond to 
our Passing or Family Circle Rating: 
Satisfactory or School Circle Rating; 
High or City Circle Rating; or Highest 


or Cultured (Critics) Circle Rating. 
Every pupil can easily be  pigeon- 
holed into one of these four circles, 


no matter what his classification is. 
The pupils. of unprepared teachers 
whose pupils all play badly would get 
Family Circle Ratings with perhaps a 
few making School Circle Rating, while 
the better teachers’ pupils would achieve 
School Circle Ratings generally with 
many attaining City Circle and a few 


Cultured Circle Ratings. The Artist 
Teachers, whose pupils are all drawn 
from the talented of a state or the 


nation, like quite a few Guild members 
whom | could mention, would no doubt 


have all their pupils in the City or 
critics’ Circle category. 
“Your judging experience for the 


Guild has been so limited that you per- 
aps cannot fully understand my ex- 
planation. Next year, if you can assume 
a longer tour (of 2 to 3 weeks), you 
will easily do so.”

Judge Deplores Lack Of 
Preparation For Auditions 


From a prominent Guild Judge serv- 
ing in a very large city this spring comes 
this alarming report: "I was in despair 
several times. Some of the classes were 
dreadful. 1 don't think those teachers 
(some of them) have ever opened a 
Syllabus or bothered to read a copy of 
Guild Notes. If they have it has not 
registered! 

"The IMMT (see Syllabus page 5 to 6) 
is still not prepared as required. In 
many cases if they do anything at all, 
they start on the root only in playing 
the cadence, and “not in the 3 different 
positions as required. . .. It was worse 
this year than ever before. Apparently 
Bach—Early Classics, Late Classics, Sona- 
tas, Sonatinas, etc. were assigned too 
late and when they were not memorized, 
well, Teacher simply says: ‘Tell the judge 
| said you are to use your music for the 
Bach—and the Sonatina.’ This happened 
with every pupil in one class and with 
certain pupils in other classes. 

"One teacher whose younger pupils 
played beautifully, had a group of High 
School age who had been in a play and 
hadn't had time to practice. | don't 
think they even took their lessons, be- 





cause they didn't seem to know any. 
thing except the piece of their choice 
and sometimes not that. ... | heard 
eleven of them stumble through suppos. 
edly National programs and last came 
a Diploma candidate. | téld her I'd haye 
her play two pieces of her choice and 
if she couldn't play those, there was no 
point in having her play an hour stum. 
bling through her program, when | 
couldn't possibly give her the minimum 
passing mark... 

"There were some (quite a number) 
well-prepared groups in this city who 
knew all the rules and abided by them, 
among these the fine chairman's, but | 
felt you should know about those who 
are impossible to recognize according 
to any standard.” 

Such a situation cannot be tolerated 
and will not be. Not even a liberal 
standard of grading can accept unpre. 
pared programs for NFSM membership 
and much less for Guild diplomas. 

The permission to program a limited 
number of unmemorized selections must 
be rescinded for all future Auditions, 
and so stated in subsequent editions of 


the Guild Syllabus.

My First Experience 


As A Guild Chairman 


By Lucille Wooten 

When auditions are held for the first 
time in a new city, the teacher appointed 
to act as guild chairman is faced with 
a multitude of duties not encountered 
in established centers. She finds that 
her outstanding problem is one of edu- 
cation—explaining “what it is all about’ 
to the students, their parents, other 
teachers, the news editors, and the gene- 
ral public. | should like to tell you about 
the auditions which were held in Pen- 
sacola, Florida, for the first time this 
past April. 

Pensacola . is about three hundred 
miles from Jacksonville, the nearest au- 
dition center in Florida, and approxi- 
mately one hundred fifty miles from 
Montgomery, Alabama, its nearest au- 
dition center. When | became a member 
of the National Guild of Piano Teach- 
ers, | know it was up to me to get 
a center established, as | was the only 
member of the Guild in Northwest Flori- 
da. Therefore, my first problem was to 
persuade other teachers to join the 
Guild to assure a minimum of thirty 
students participating in our first ven- 
ture. At a meeting of the Pensacolc 
Music Teachers’ Association, | explained 
the purposes of the Guild and convinced 
two young teachers, Harry Newkirk and 
Herschel Pierce, of its worth. At any 
rate, they agreed to join the Guild 
for this year to help me establish a 
center and to learn whether the audi- 
tions were worthwhile. Other teachers 
expressed interest but adopted a “wait 
ond see” attitude. 

Next | called a meeting of my stu- 
dents and their parents. Naturally, the 
Parents were in favor of anything that 
would encourage the students to prac- 
tice, and the students were eager to get 
“that pin.” Two weeks after that meet- 
ing | sent notes home to the parents 
stating what goal | felt each student 
could ‘attain, and they were given a 
month longer to decide whether they 
wanted to enter the auditions. About half 
my students in DeFuniak Springs decided 
to participate, which | thought was a 
good percentage, considering the fact 
that they would have to travel ap- 
Proximately eighty-five miles to Pensa- 
cola for the Auditions. About the same 
Percentage of my Pensacola class decid- 
ed to enter this year’s auditions. Others 
“adopted the “wait and see” attitude of 
Some of the teachers mentioned. 

In order that the students might play 
ail their pieces for “outsiders” before 
the auditions, | presented them in a 
series of recitals. Each student was al- 
lowed to invite a certain number of 
guests to her recital according to the 
number of pieces she had prepared to 
play. | had programs printed for the 
entire series and served refreshments 
after each recital. The students were 
thrilled over having their own recitals 
Qnd getting to invite their friends to hear 
them. It was amusing to discover that

other to their programs to get a return 
invitation. Then they'd brag about how 
many they got to come’to! | was sur- 
prised that the parents bothered to bring 
them as many as six times! 

My biggest headache, | knew, would 
getting adequate publicity. 
I went to the editor-in-chief and

explained to him that this was a new 
venture in Pensacola and that its suc- 
cess depended on good publicity. He 
very graciously introduced me to o 
staff-writer and asked him. to handle 
the entire story for us. The writer looked 
over the material | had prepared from 
suggested news-stories received from 
Grace White and from our assigned 
‘udge, Esther Rennick. He was dubious 
about giving the stories so much space 
when he learned that only three teachers 
were participating and intimated that 
he would be giving free advertising to 
individuals. When |

Imagine my surprise when the first 
article to appear called the auditions a 
“contest” three times—after | had par- 
ticularly stressed that it was NOT a 
contest. | had telephone calls from a 
number of people who wanted to get 
their children into the “contest.” Some 
were indignant to learn that their tea- 
cher was not a member and practically 
threatened to leave her if they couldn't 
Se in the auditions One 
‘ady told me that her niece was coming 
down from Philadelphia and she would 
like very much to enter her, as the 
talented.

By Pupil Of Dr. Adler 


AS TOLD BY BETTY SMITH 

"| began the study of piano when 
| was six years old. | experienced all 
of the joys and difficulties of a normal 
little girl. My favorite composer was 
Chopin. His music moved me thrillingly. 
It seemed always to draw both joy and 
sorrow from my heart—even then. What 
an unforgettable day it was for me 
when | could play his Prelude in A 
Major! 

“| continued my piano lessons through 
preparatory schools. No matter what 
diversion appeared, in the form of a 
play or other school activities, | would 
always return to the piano. It answered 
so many of my emotions, that | found 
to play it was a necessity. 

“After college years, | returned to 
the study of piano with an even greater 
zeal. | had studied voice in college, 
which I was to find in later years was 
to have a special mission of its own. 
I sing a great deal of sacred music. 
My only regret now is that I did not 
share those years with the study of 
piano. After commencement, | returned 
to my studio in my home town with re- 
newed fervor. 

“It was several years after our mar- 
riage that my husband arranged for 
me to begin study again. Previous to 
this, | had not been idle. | had played 
a great deal for my own enjoyment, 
and for our friends; but, of course, 
progress was at a standstill. 

“In 1947, | met Dr. Clarence Adler, 
who has directed, encouraged and in- 
spired my music, beyond all of my as- 
pirations. 

“My love of the piano has opened 
many doors of opportunity for me, and, 
subsequently, for others. It made possi- 
ble one of the richest experiences of 
my life—that of teaching a class of 
twelve children. 

“One of the greatest thrills ef all 
was the founding of the Orchard Park 
Civic Music Association which my hus- 
band and I! organized with the help 
of Dr. Adler, It is an organization which 
provides five concerts a year for our 
community. Two are given by our Or- 
chard Park Orchestra, directed by 
Joseph Wincenc and the other by artists

whom we engage. It is a great privilege 
to-be a friend of music, to be able to 
befriend the artists, and to bring this 
glorious art to our village. 

“Through love of piano, a whole uni- 
verse of music has sprung. 

“My own music will always -be a 
great source of joy to me and to my 
family. | have given two complete re- 
citals and am, at present, preparing 
for another to be in the near future. 
One of the happiest occasions | ever 
knew was the afternoon recital Dr. 
Adler and | presented in my home to 
dedicate my new music room which | 
lovingly call ‘The Chopin Room’. | love 
to play for my friends and for those 
who come to hear me. It is thrilling 
indeed. Most of all, | love the quiet, 
soul-restoring hours | spend in my daily 
practice. These times spent in growing 
in knowledge of the great composers 
are some of the most rewarding of all.”

been told that they would play only for 
the judge, some of them still seemed to 
think they were giving a recital. 


You should have seen them all dress- 
ed up—even to wearing corsages! One 
little boy brought his Mother, Dad, 
Grandmother, and School Teacher with 
him—and what’s more, he insisted that 
they go in with him. Another little girl 
had her Dad get off from work and 
take a sister out of school to come 
hear her. When she learned that very 
few parents were going to listen, she re- 
fused to let any of her family go into 
the audition room with her! 


The sixteen students who came eighty- 
four miles from DeFuniak Springs to 
enter the auditions made quite an 
event of it. Three little girls went shop- 
ping afterwards and bought dolls, 
which they named “Lucille”! 


Esther Rennick, our judge, was the 
best possible choice for a first year’s 
auditions. She knew exactly how to make 
friends with the students and put them 
at ease. The only case of tears was 
an adolescent girl who had worked her- 
self into a state before going in to be 
auditioned. She was so relieved when it 
was all over that she had to cry. The 
students would enter the audition room 
a little hesitantly, for they still did not 
know quite what to expect. However, 
| don’t believe a single one of them 
came out without a broad grin and say- 
ing, “She’s so nice!” Then they'd as- 
sure the others who were awaiting their 
turn that they needn’t be scared. 


One minor catastrophe almost occur- 
red when a cute little seven-year-old 
came out and wanted to know where 
his pin was. We explained to him that 
we were going to award the pins, cer- 
tificates, and report cards at the re- 
cital, and that his teacher said his re- 
cital would be in June. He started to 
count how long to wait and said, “April, 
June.” His mother said, “No, darling— 
April, May, June.” Tears came into his 
eyes, but he managed to get away with- 
out crying. When he got home, he 
had his mother call the teacher to say 
that he understood he was going to 
get a prize and he wanted it NOW. 
All of us decided we'd better go ahead 
and give the pins out and save the 
certificates and report cards for the re- 
citals. 


| thought Ester Rennick a most gen- 
erous judge — which was as it should 
be, especially our first year. As she 
said, the Guild is supposed to ENCOUR- 
AGE the students. Yet | didn’t think 
she graded extremely high, for she only 
gave four ratings of “Highest” to the 
sixty students who were auditioned. 
Therefore, they knew that their grades 
were EARNED, not given. | was quite 
flattered by her confidential opinion as 
to my outstanding good points as a 
teacher, and got a “big kick” out of 
her opinion as to my greatest needs: 
A nice husband, a bungalow, a fireside, 
a dog, and 100 piano pupils! I’m only 
working toward the first three items! 
As I’m one of those lazy (?) teachers 
who refuses to teach more than thirty 
hours per week, | couldn‘’t very well 
manage 100 pupils—and with the first 
three items secured, when would | have 
time for a dog? At any rate, you can 
see why the students loved her so—l 
felt as if I’d known Mrs. Rennick for 
years after being with her for only a 
short while. 


As | look back now and try to evalu- 
ate the auditions, | am most enthusias- 
tic about them and would say they were 
quite successful. Every student of mine 
who entered the auditions this year plans 
to enter again next year, and others 
who held back this year are quite anx- 
ious to be included in next year’s group. 
Their enthusiasm for playing is higher 
than it has ever been before, and this 
challenges me to do my best teaching. 
A number of teachers have expressed a 
desire to participate in next year’s au- 
ditions. | would venture to say that in- 
stead of a three-day affair next year 
we shall have a whole week at least.

BARBARA BELL, RATED 
SUPERIOR-PLUS IN NATIONAL 
COMPETITION, RATED AS 

_ CHILD PRODIGY

“Is she normal? . . . Does she play 
as other children?” .. . 

These questions and others similar are 

often asked Mr. and Mrs. Ward Bell of 

3409 Poplar Street, Park Hill. The cu- 


rious refer to the Belil’s seven-year-old | : 
daughter, Barbara, who as a pianist, is | : 


considered a child prodigy. 
Their laughing reply. is: 


definitely not abnormal . . . she can 


holler as loud and jump as high as any : 


other seven year old . . . and believe 
us, she does.” 

Barbara’s abilities as a pianist are 
growing . . . the unusual feats she ac- 
complishes on the piano continue to 
amaze all who hear her, as well as her 
parents and teacher. — 

“When did Barbara show a definite 
interest in the piano?” Mrs. Bell re- 
peats the question and then relates . 

The Christmas following Barbara's 
third birthday she expressed a desire 
for a piano. “Santa” obliged with a 
toy piano. When Barbara saw her toys 
on Christmas, she ran eagerly to the 
piano, examined it closely and then re- 
marked, “But Mother . . there’s ne 
place for music sheets.” 

“| explained that it was only a toy,” 
Mrs. Bell continues. “Then later after 
she had sen her other things Barbara 
came back to the piano. She pulled 
it to the center of the room and again 
expressed her thoughts .. . 

“Mother . . . it doesn’t have a chair 
to sit on.” 

“Only then did | fully realize her 
disappointment . . . . she had expected 
a real piano.” 

“The next two years Barbara talked 
often of a piano. Finally her father 
and | decided she would realize this 
dream and shortly before her fifth birth- 
day we gave her the piano . . . it was 
a big excitement for the three of us. 
Barbara was delighted and talked ex- 
citedly of taking lessons.” 

The Bells were confronted with a seri- 
ous obstacle. It seemed impossible to 
find a teacher. Barbara was too young. 

. . no one wanted to teach a five 
year old. Why not wait until she was 
seven or eight? This was the question 
they were invariably asked .... 

Then after much discussion and con- 
sideration, Mrs. Bailey Allinder, well- 
known piano and yoice teacher in Park 
Hill, agreed to give Barbara trial les- 
sons. 

Those were anxious days for the Bells. 
Barbara worried and fretted constantly. 
Over and over she asked the same tor- 
tured question . . . “Do you think I'll 
get to take lessons all the time, Moth- 
er?” 

After several weeks Mrs. Bell tried 
to explain the situation to Barbara... 

“| think so, Barbara. If not, Daddy 
can teach you until you’re old enough 
to take from a regular teacher. (Mr. 
Bell is a very good pianist himself.) 
You'll be able to play as good as the 
average little girl.” 

Barbara thought this over carefully 
and then replied, “Mother, | don’t want 
to play average .... 1 want to do bet- 
ter than. anyone has ever done.” 

This remark stunned Mrs. Bell and 
as only a mother can she waited and 
hoped for the decision from Mrs. Al- 
linder. 

The lessons at first were 15 minutes 
long, once weekly. In three months 
time Barbara was a “regular piano stu- 
dent and was presented in her first 
group recital. 

“It was amazing,” Mrs. Allinder tells 
us. “Barbara played seven pieces from 
memory ... which included two sec- 
ond grade numbers, March of the Wee 
Folks and Ice Carnival.” 

After one year of lessons Barbara 
gave her first private recital. This pro- 
gram consisting of 12 numbers, included 
“Dance of the Dwarfs” by Aaron, two 
piano duets, “Home on the Range” and 
“Coming ‘Round the Mountain” and a 
piano solo written in the key of C,

which Barbara transposed to the Keys 
of G and F. 


“In all my experience of teaching 
there’s never been anyone quite equal to 
Barbara,” Mrs. Allinder tells us. “Bar- 
bara can be a success because she has 
the artistic ability as well as the emo- 
tional capacity .. . it takes both to 
succeed. She will be able to do most 
anything she wants in the field of en- 
tertainment. She's a whiz.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Bell are not planning 
their daughter's future as so many par- 
ents attempt. 


Concert pianist? .... Perhaps .... 
Who knows? 
Housewife and mother? . . .. Prob- 


ably. That's the sentiments they ex- 
press. “We only want that which is 
best for Barbara’s happiness. God's will 
is for Barbara’s happiness. God's will is 
our will.” 

One can only be awed as they sit and 
listen to the petite seven year old, 
whose feet do not yet reach the pedal, 
play smoothly and beautifully the works 
of some of the great masters. Her true 
love of music is expressed in every 
graceful movement. 

Barbara's ability is amazing. She has 
a very acute listening ear. Recently she, 
her parents and teacher, attended the 
concert of a well-known pianist who 
was performing at the Robinson Audi- 
torium. During one of the compositions 
Barbara leaned over and whispered to 
her Mother... . “That wasn’t a repeat 

. it was a mistake.” The following 
morning a certain critic pointed out this 
same mistake in his revue. 

Practice .. . . At least an hour every 
day and she loves it. There are times 
when Barbara lengthens this hour... . 
at her own desire. Nothing delights her 
more than a little game she plays... 
She sets her dolls on the sofa and chairs 
in the living room and then performs 
for them. 

Recently Barbara had the honor to 
participate in the National Piano Play- 
ing Auditions sponsored by the National 
Guild of Piano Teachers of America. 
In order to qualify she had to play 11 
songs from memory .... the judge 
would hear six. When Barbara played 
she listened to nine . . . . Barbara's 
grade was 100 and her rating was Su- 
perior Plus. The judge, Dr. Ester L. 
Baldwin, had this to say .. 


“A beautiful performance; shows un- 
usual talent and ability under able 
guidance.” 

“Perhaps Barbara is talented and a 
little above average, musically speak- 
ing,” the Bells concede, “but she’s com- 
pletely average in every other respect. 
She reads no better and writes no bet- 
ter than any other second grade stu- 
dent. Of course she attends concerts 
and is perhaps more familiar with Bach 
and Beethoven than the average child 
her age, but one thing for sure... . 
if you ever hear her holler or watch her 
run and play, you’d never guess it.”

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LOS ANGELES’ AUDITIONS 
HIGHLY SUCCESSFUL

The five-and-one-half-week period of 
auditions sponsored by the National 
Guild of Piano Teacliers in this area 
has come to a successful close. Ralph 
Leopold, artist and teacher from New 
York City, judged about 425 pupils in 
Los Angeles, besides spending several 
days each in Van Nuys, Santa Ana, 
Compton, Santa Monica, and Pasadena. 

Lois Burkholder, Southern California 
Representative and Los Angeles Chair- 
man, has organized several new chapters 
to accommodate pupils near their homes, 
but found in many cases that pupils 
preferred the added importance of com- 
ing to a big city to be heard. Numbers 
came to the Los Angeles center from 
Oxnard, San Fernando, Sun Valley, 
Sherman Ooks, Pasadena, San Pedro, 
Southgate, and other nearby towns. 

Mr. Leopold heard all ages, ranging 
from pre-school to teachers. He gave 
encouragement to the slow and timid, 


rewarded industry with praise, and gave 
kindly advice to those who needed to 
work harder. His experience as an artist 
was shared with those aspiring to 
greater heights, and the written analysis 
and personal comment proved helpful 
to each, whether receiving certificate 
or diploma, 

Among the Los Angeles group eight 
received diplomas, and there were two 
International and about 130 National 
Certificate winners. Eight took the 
Social Music Tesf. 

Many who received high grades in 
last year's auditions entered the Fall 
Recording Festival and received cash 
prizes and gold medals. 

All students who received a high 
rating in the auditions just completed 
may enter the fall competitions begin- 
ning October 1. But regardless of com- 
petitions, each of the 33,000 certificate 
winners throughout the country reached 
a goal and feels encouraged to set a 
higher one for the non-competitive 
auditions to be held in the more than 





400 centers again next Spring.

Guild Notes would like to congratu- 
late the HUSBAND of a Guild member 
this time! The man is Cecil Mashburn, 
husband of Mrs. C. E. Mashburn, Chair- 
man at Quincy, Wash. Mr. Mashburn 
has just completed transformation of 
his Columbia Basin farm land from 
sagebrush to 80 acres of irrigated land 
that supports crops and livestock—all 
in one short year!

Meantime, Mrs. Mashburn had time 
for Music—the Guild and playing for 
three churches—and has raised bigger 
and better carnations in the front yard 
than she could in a hothouse in Okla- 
homa, she says. 





MARY, QUITE CONTRARY 
OUGHT TO BE MADE 
TO PLAY THE PIANO

“My eleven-year-old daughter hes 
had piano lessons for three years,” 
writes a Memphis reader. “She is not 
musically inclined | must say. She is not 
taking lessois now as her teacher sug- 
gested that she skip a year, thinking 
she would be ager to begin again. The 
year is up and she doesn’t want to 
start. My husband and | know she'll 
never be an outstanding musician, but 
feel that being able to play would be 
an asset and source of enjoyment for 
her. We also feel that children will be 
content to skim merrily through life if 
parents do not insist they learn some- 
thing worthwhile. We would like your 
honest opinion, for we hesitate to force 
music on our child,” 





This commonplace incident is deeply 
significant. It shows up the confusion of 
the parental mind. The best judgment 
of the father and mother in this case, 
prompts them to compel their little girl 
to take up a tiresome chore. They hesi- 
tate because public opinion has accepted 
the pleesant theory that it isn’t good 
for children to be made to do distaste- 
ful tasks. This notion is deeply rooted 
in our- educational system, and has been 
carried over into every American home. 

So, many of today’s children will be- 
come men and women who cannot cre- 
ate their own pleasures. Because they 
were allowed to take the easy way, they 
will lack strength to meet trouble, and 
inner resources for their older years. 
They will miss the fun of participating 
in the creative energies of life and the 
arts, to become mere watchers and lis- 
teners. 

The majority of children who are made 
to practice the piano do not become 
concert artists. But most of them appre- 





Guild Founder Says 
We All Need Goals 


In reply to a recent letter from a 
Guild member, the founder of the Guild, 
tells just what it takes to reach the 
heights of music—a worthwhile goal 
on each rung of the ladder. The letter 
explains the difficulty this teacher has 
had getting her pupils to take part 
in Auditions: : 

“My students who were in the recent 
Audition held in sare loud 
in their praises of Mrs. Jeanne Foster 
who was a wonderful judge. Her com- 
ments on their cards have greatly stim- 
ulated their interest. 

“I'm constantly urging my students 
to practice more on scales and arpeg- 
gios (they love pieces, of course), but 
when a Judge comes and tells them to 
practice these things and more technic, 
it helps so much. It just so happens 
every year that my best pupils do no 
want to be in the Auditions. Just the 
laziest ones. What shall | do?” 

Dr. Allison replied: 

“My best pupils were always eager 
to enter the Auditions—so fired with 
ambition they were, so | cannot under- 
stand your group not being likewise. We 
all need ladders (goals) before us to 
challenge us. If it were not for the 
“grade school ladder” but few would 
reach high school in literary subjects. 
The Guild has built a ladder from the 
beginning to the artist level and “be- 
cause it is there’—as the men who 
scaled Mt. Everest said of their making 
the effort—thousands of ambitious 
young pianists from Maine to Califor- 
nia, in greater numbers each year, are 
scaling the heights. The greatest joy 
in life comes from achieving worthwhile 
goals, a fact which | trust your tal- 
ented ones (or are they really tal- 
ented? This | doubt since talent fires 
one with ambition) if they are really 
talented, will wake up to in the near 
future, There is no time to waste.”
